THE following notes from New York, 


social, political and general, are from a 
well known Bismaroker now visiting the 
Empire state: 


Among the nietprbood of states, New York was 


long ago and very rightly, we think, christened 
the '"Empire State"—and this with no trace of 
disrespect or disparagement to the other and no 
lew worthy members «f the great family of 
common wealths. Great in extent, in wealth 
and population; great in its commerce and 
manufactures and resources; and great in the 
enterprise, intelligence, morality and patriotism 
of its people it has well won the title which has 
of one accord been given to it by its generous 
rivals. With an extent' of territory larger than 
that of Prussia, and nearly equal to that of 
England; with a population equal to one-tenth 
that of the United States;with a belt of imperial 
cities extending like a golden chain from the 
metropolis of the continent on the east to Buf- 
falo on the west; with a series of natural water- 
ways from the ocean to the great inland seas; 
with a soil as rich as the sun ever shone upon, 
and hiding inexhaustible stores of mineral 
wealth beneath its fertile »nrface, it certainly 
ought to be facile princeps in the race for su- 
premacy. And all this it has accomplished in 
the comparatively short period of-less than three 
hundred years—the short span of a day in the 
history of a nation. In the light and experience 
of all this, what may we not expect in the devel- 
opment of Dakota, whose confines are limited 
by no such narrow bonndariei; which has an 
area greater than that of New England, New 
Xork and Pennsylvania combined, with natural 
wealth and advantages unsurpassed, a soil and 
climate unequalled, and a° thrifty, intelligent 
and enterprising people, who know no such 
sensation as rest, and no such word as fail? But 
I am not going to devote my letter to Dakota, 
nor make of it a boom article for Bismarck ;that 
is unnecessary and won'd be like"carrying coals 
to Newcastle;" my mission is rather to preach 
the gospel to the unconverted, not to those who 
are already "strong in the f Kith"—those that are 
well need not a physician, but those who are 
sick; and my humble ministrations shall be to 
those who are in need of them. My subject now 
is the great Empire State of the .vest—Dakota. 
Of all the sections of this state the fairest and 
most fertile to my mind is central and western 
New York. It has been aptly termed the garden 
of the state, for such it is—and not only the 
garden, but the orchard—and of this section

Ontario produce more fruit than any other 
similar number of counties in the state. Niag- 
ara county is perhaps the most productive, but 
the proportion is pretty well sustained by all. 
Apples are the staple, out other fruits are well 
represented, peaches, plums, pears and grapes 
also coming in for a good share of cultivation 
and yield. The pr:oes being paid for choice 
fruit m*y possibly give—in a political economy 
sense—some idea of the enormous yields. The 
best fall apples are slow being sold for 85 cents 
and $1 per barrel (oarrel included), while the 
C loioest varieties of grapes can be had for 4 
cents per pound. It is a very pretty sight which 
greets one on every side iu a drive through tbe 
country at this time of year. Orchards dot 
every farm, the trees loaded down with the fruit 
wiHi huge piles of it scattered on the ground, 
such as to make a Dikotau's month water. 
Grapes and small vineyards, too, are frequent, 
and the luscious fruit hangs in thick clusters 
from tre li«es almost broken by the nnnsuul 
weight. The grape crop has never been larger 
than it is this season, and hardly pays for gath 
enng. In the s aple farm products this portion 
of New York IB famous; and tbe present season 
has been a propitious one for the agriculturists. 
Wneat, oats, birley and cura have done well, 
and pric s are corre^p mdingly low, as with you, 
and as with yon, Ibis gives the S<sw Yoik gran' 
ger an opportunity to grumble and.fiad fau.t, 
which, as you may well surmise, he indulges to 
hi° full eipucity for such agreeable avocation. 
As a consequence I find business of every kind 
very dull and people complaining of "hard 
times," fully as much if not more thoa in Da- 
kota 
There h c msequently great interest felt 


in the west and many inquuied about Dakota. 
The west seemi a land of golden promise to 
thtse small farmers who are struggling along in 
the almost hopeless endeavor to wrest from an 
impoverished soil a meagre existence, and lay 
bj for old age or possible disaster, a small com- 
petence. Many of these owners or renters of 
small holdings are discouraged in their attempts 
to get ahead in the east and are looking toward 
the west (and principally the northwest and 
Dakota) as their only hops Of redemption from 
a life of bitter poverty and a bumihat-np sub- 
fleiviency to ar.ogant and exacting landlords, 
which is a nooial thraldom not to be borne by 
men i f spirit or ambit.oc. I look for u large 
immigration of this class totha irest the foll.w- 
ing spring. If Dakota end the Missouri slope 
do not get tteir full quota of the ingoing mul- 
titudes, who will be 10 blame? 


Politics are beginning to get lively, but thus 


far have been quiet. 
The principal fight has 


been in Ohio, and up to this time that has been 
the battlefield for tbe entire country. I write 


largely of the working men. The recent dis- 
missal of Thief Clerk Healey frt m the bureau 
of labor statistics at Albany by Commissioner 
Peok, an appointee and political hencbmanf and 
tool of Governor Cleveland, because Healey 
dared to preside at a Butler campaign meeting 
not long since, was * big blander for the demo- 
crats and will turn thousands of votes from 
Cleveland to Blame and Butler. Thl leaden 
saw that a mistake had been made and so 
patched np a sort of peace between the malcon- 
tents which resulted in the replacement of 
Healey, but too late to counteract the bad effect 
of bis dismissal. Butler and Grady have been 
junketing through the state together, miking 
fiery demagogical speeches to those who would 
listen to them and stirring up things generally. 
They have really made more noise than tbe 
democrats thus for. At Albany Grady was 
insulted and egged while speaking by employes 
of the new capitol (he says) This will not 
help Cleveland any. Cleveland had quite a 
reception in Bnffilo on his return to bis old 
home (for the first time after bis nomination) 
ten days ago. But by all odds the greatest 
ovation, and indeed tbe chief event of the cam- 
paign thus far in this state, has been Blaine's 
trip through it on his way to Ohio. It was a 
popular demonstration in every sense of the 
word, and probably never equalled before 
for numbers and enthusiasm. It was a, sponta- 
neous outpouring of the people to greet the 
great leader, the apostle of American protection 
and American ideas—the next president of the 
United States. 


BUEKE, of the Jamestown Capital, 


who will be remembered for the bold 
and fearless stand he took at the recent 
convention, and of whom the TBIBTJNE 
has had occasion to say some hard things, 
with one swoop of his Den takes the 
fight all out of us; m fact he causes a 
blush of shame to come over our coun- 
tenance, when he speaks as follows of the 
capital city: "For the first time in many 
months it was our pleasure to visit Bis- 
marck this week. Knowing as we do of 
the enterprise and push of that city, we 
were not so much surprised at the long 
strides the place has taken toward per- 
mancy and in the direction of a substan- 
tial and important future. Many of the 
buildings put up in that city are models 
of architectural 
beauly and strength,

In a few 
very neat and happily worded remarks Mr. 
Flannery introduced" 


JUDGE QIFFOBD, 


the republican nominee for delegate to con- 
gress from Dakota, who spoke for over half an 
hour, in which time he spoke fo'dbly and in a 
manner which could not but be understood, on 
the issces and importance of the campaign in 
Dakota. Thi speaker alluded to the impor- 
tance of a full representation of Dakota's popu- 
lation at the polls in the forthcoming election, 
and asked that all democrats as well as republi- 
cans do their duty to the grand domain by 
exhibiting the numerical strengthof the terri- 
tory in a large and creditable vote. He dwelt

in its encouragement of every industry and 
enterprise which adds to the wealth and great- 
ness of the country and its people; the demo- 
cratic, the party of antiquities and relics; it 
advances no new ideas—no new propositions. 
In this comparison Judge Gifford held tlat 
the people of Dakota are in deep sympathy with 
the republican party. The territory is pre- 
eminently a young men's country; the people 
are progressive and enterprising and desire that 
the party which shall control the onward march 
of the Union, of which they hope soon to be a 
part, shall grapple with the issues of the day 
and be American in all of its principles and 
tendencies. He said that the voters must show 
their strength in order that congress might 
give proper and just consideration to their 
claims to the right to statehood, and that 
as for division, and admisBion,if division cannot 
be t-ecnred, than admission as a whole must be 
demanded.

Major Bovay was next called for by the chair-

Major Fleming was called upon and responded 


in a few brief remarks, in which be referred 
pleasantly to the reception at Steele, where he 
made his maiden political speech.

of the interests of North Dakota, was last called 
to the rostrum and responded in an earnestness 
which, that now, as ever in the past, "his heart 
is right."

Flannery proposed three cheers for- Jndge Gif- 
ford, and they were given with a genuine re- 
publican enthusiasm. The n.eeting then ad- 
journed, and headed by the band, marched to 
the depot, where a special train was in waiting 
to convey the candidate and friends to Mandan. 


THE HURRAH AT MANDAN. 


At a little af ,er 9 o'clock the special train 


containing His Excellency, Governor Pierce, 
Jndge Gifford and other civilians, the baud and 
the Governors Guard moved toward Mandan, 
arriving in the metropolis of the west Missouri 
country at 9:30. Tbe Emerson Institute was 
occupied until 10:30 by the democrats in con- 
vention assembled to nominate a county ticket 
after which the procession of republicans filed 
into the building and turned the American 
eagle loose.

THE MENOKE5 TEAGEDY. 


One of the most lamentable tragedies ever 


thrust upon the people of this county or city 
was that which wa« enacted at Menoken Tnes 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock—the shooting of 
Melville H. Beamy, a well known resident of 
Menoken. by Tbos. Magill, son of B. J. Magill 
of the Clarke farm. For some time part the 
Magill farm baa been in an unsettled condition, 
ag numerous creditors have been levying upon 
•boat all there was in the way of real or t enonal 
property, and among other things wan a black- 
smith shop located on the farm and worked by 
Bestey. Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock Deputy 
Sheriff Griffin of this city received the following 
telegram from Thou. Magill: 


MEHOBBN, Oct. 21.1884. 


L. N. Griffin—I have shot and possibly killed 


Bessey, the blacksmith. Come to Menoken as I 
want to deliver myself up to the authorities. 
'

Mr. Griffin and Deputy U. 8. Marshal Conn 


Malloy started for Menoken at once, but in the 
meantime Mr. Magill took advantage of an op- 
portunity to come to the city with Mr. J. H. 
Bicbards. Arriving in town he immediately 
offered himself to Deputy Sheriff Neal, who 
took him to the county jail where he was after- 
wards aeen by a TBIBUNE representative. Mr. 
Magi 1's story is that the blacksmith property 
having been replevined by him as agent for H. 
F. Miller of Fargo, who held a bi'l of sale, he 
told Bessey (hat as soon as the property was 
turned over to him (Uigiil) he (B-ssey) could 
not remain rn the farm and would have to seek 
a new location. 


Magill fired, discharging the contents of both 


barrels, the first striking Bessey in the head and 
the second charge lodging neir the heart. 
Messrs. Griffin, Malloy and Coroner Smith re- 
turned from Menoken Tuesday evening. While 
there an inquest was held, the verdict being 
that Bessey came to his death by the discharge 
of a gun m the hands of Thomas Magill. 


Post Mortem. 


A post mortem examination was held on the 


remains of Melville H. Bessey in the morgue of 
Coroner Smith Wednesday morning by Drs. Her- 
sey, Corson and Bentley. Eight large shot were 
found on the right aide of the beck of his head 
between the scalp and skull, but none of these 
had penetrated tbe brain, and the wounds in the 
back of tha head could not have produced death. 
The death wound was over the third rib on the 
left side. A piece of the rib and all the mns'les 
and flesh between the second and fourth ribs 
were cnt away, making a hole about two inches 
in diameter. The shot passed through the 
pericardium, tearing the left side of the heart 
into shreds. This wound, of coarse, produced 
instant death. A TRIBUNE representative wit- 
nessed th3 examination and, with others (the 
doctors refusing to give an opinion), concluded 
that the shot first fired must have been the one 
which took effect in the heart, and as the victim 
reeled 'round toward tbe left, the shot taking 
effect in tbe right side of the back of the head 
was fired. Thos. Magill. the unfortunate and 
rash young man who did the shooting, waived 
examination Wednesday and is still in jail. Mrs 
Magill, the prisoner's wife, is a grand-daughter 
of Chancey Lamb, the well known steamboat 
owner and capitalist of the Mississippi river, 
and it is understood tnat her people are now en 
route to Bismarck, and that tbe defense will 
not lack for money. The ' exact cause of the 
murder is still a matter of conjecture. It is 
claimed by those acquainted with the circum- 
stances surrounding operations on the Msgill 
firm, that the most bitter enmity had existed 
between Bessey and Magill for some tune, and 
that this is tbe result of a continual personal 
warfare. Bessey was a member of the Odd 
Fellows lodge of Kasson,Minn.,in good standing, 
and was bur.ed by the order. He came from 
Vermont, was forty years of ag? and unmar- 
ried. 
The funeral 
took 
place yesterday 


under the auspices of the Odd Fellows lodge of 
this city. 


The Hearing Besnm. 


Thomas Magill, who shot Melville Bsssey 


Tuesday afternoon, was given a hearing before 
Jndge Hare yesterday afternoon and evening. 
The following is a report of the examination 
and summary of the evidence: 


IN COURT. 


At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon the city hall 


was filled to its utmost capacity. Sheriff Griffin 
brought the prisoner, Thomas Magill. into court 
and seated him between bis attorneys, M. W. 
Green, of Fargo, and John A. Btoyell, of Bis- 
marck, and his father. S. G. Magill. 
v 


When Justice Hare and District Attorney 


Flannery came into the court room, every neck 
was stretched and every eye strained to get a 
glimpse of the prisoner as he scrutinized the 
court with a haggard and determined txpres 
sion of countenance, varying to that of doubt 
and hesitancy as to his final end at the close of a 
trial charging him with murder. 


At the seating of the court the room, although 


immensely packtd, became as silent as the 
tomb while the court read the warrant charging 
the prisoner with willfully, knowingly and 
maliciously killing ^one Melville M. Bessey. 
The prisoner cat during this.time with glazed 
eyes firmly set upon the court, bis thin lips 
closely pinched and his face an ashy white, 


Tbe first witness called .was James C. Carter, 


who was present immediately after the homi- 
cide. He had worked on the farm; knew Bessey 
and the prisoner ha4 previous quarrels; found 
Bessey lying nnc'er 
the work 
bench in 


a poolot blood, dead, within three minutes after 
the shooting. Found two shells taken from 
young Magill's gun on the floor near Bess y. 
A. J. Smith, sworn. He hjCd known the Ma- 
gill's four years; known B2ssey two years. 
Thomas Magill had hud trouble before with 
Berney; and-told Smith some time previous 
thatthe (Magill) had asked Bessey for a team 
of horses which Bessey bad charge of, and had 
been refused, and that he (Bessey} would keep 
at him (HagUl) until hi (Bessey) got hurt. 
Smith had been accustomed to going out with 
Magill hunting, and bad never known him to 
load his gun before starting; slid Magill* had 
always heretofore been anxious not to have guns 
loaded before starting, and bad cautioned him 
in this regard on previous trips. 


Thus far no witness has been called to cor- 


roborate Magill's story that a sledge hammer 
was to be used on him by B-ssey. 


The only sledge hammer found near the 


scene of the murder was testified to have been 
covered with cinders and dust, showing no 
signs of recent use. A small hammer laid ia 
the pool of blood near Bessey when found. 
Tbe two witnessesjnamed are all that were called 
when the court adjourned until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow. Telegrams of condolence and words 
of sympathy, have been received by the grieved 
parent*-.

There ia a great diversely of opinion and 


sympathy. At Fargo and other points where Mr. 
Magill baa resided, the sympathy for him and 
his family is intense, while at Menoken and 
among the friends of the late Mr. Bessey the 
feeling against him is very bitter. It is a sad 
and shocking case, and the more it is investi- 
gated the more mysterious it becomes. 


THEBtTBIAL. 


The remains of Bessey were interred yesterday 


under the auspices if the Odd Fellows lodge of 
this city, the members of the order attending in 
a body under command of Dr. Bentley. The 
ceremonies were solemn and impressive. A 
number of floral tributes were received from 
the ladies of Menoken and were strewn upon 
tbe grave. Tbe pall bearers were S. G. Smith, 
Leonard Lacas, Jr., B. Bchwal, B. C. Carter and 
B. Murray, of Menoken, and Coroner Smith, of 
Bismarck. The services at the grave were con- 
ducted by Maj. E. M. Fuller, grand secretary.

AN ORDINANCE. 


Relating to building a sidewalk ou the south 


side^tf MPigs street, from Tenth street to Man- 
dan avenue, aiid to provide for tne levying and 
collection ot a special tax to pay for the same 
The mayor and coinni n council of the city of 
Bismarck do ordain: 
Section 1. i hat a sidewalk be built on the 
south side ol Meigs street, between Tenth 
street and Mandan avenue, in front of blocks, 
thuty-eight, 38, forty, 40, forty-two, 42, forly-lour, 
44,forty-six,46,fony^eiglii,48 fiity,50.fifty-two. 
52, lifty four, 54, and fifty-six, 56, m the city ot 
bibinarck. countj of Burle gh and territory of 
Uaiota. 
sec. 2. That such sidewalk be eight, 8, feet 
wide a. d built in accordance with the grade of 
said Meigs street, and constructed of two, 2, 
inch pine planks laid upon pine stringers, two 
by six, 2\6 inches, bet two, 2, <eet, eieht, 8, 
inches, from center to center aiid securely 
spiked down; except the crossing of the streets 
and alleys, which snail be four, 4, feet wide and 
constructed or pine planv tliree, 3, inches 
thick, laid upon pine stringers two by six, 2x«, 
inclus, set ih ee, 3, feet apart and securely 
spiked or fastened down. 


Sec. 3. That a 
special tax 
be and

lots and Dieces of ground 
adjacent

aniSUbuttmg upon the south s deof Meigs street 
along which said sidewalk shall be bunt, suffi- 
cient to pay for building said sidewalk; except 
that portion of the said sidewalks in tbe cross- 
ings of the streets and alleys; \\ Inch shall be paid 
for out ot tlie general fund, of the 
city of Bis- 
marck. 
Sec. 4 That the special tax herein provided 
for, shall be levied upon all the lots and lands 
abounding or abutting on such sidewalk, in pro- 
portion to the feet front, so abounding or abutt- 
ing; and shall become due as soon as the side- 
walk is built in front of each lot so abutting.
